Agricultural. 

At tbo present moment when the 
subject of agriouitnre is ocoupyiug bo 
much attention in this Colony, and 
■when wo are encouraging tbo idea of 
Confederation with tho Dominion of 
Canada, chiefly with tho view of draw- 
ing immigration thence ovor tbo pro, 
proed new route, it would not bo out 
of plaoo to enter into some particu, 
larB as to tbo state and proBpeota of 
agriculture in British Columbia bb 
oomparod with Canada and Oregon, 
and to count up what advantages wo 
novo to offer in this reBpect to intend- 
ing settlors, that might reasonably in- 
dnco them to ohooso this Colony in 
preference to other localities, it will 
be admitted on all bands that tho 
climate, both of tbo mainland and 
Vancouver Island, is urrivallod ; and 
is much more healthy and equablo, i. e, 
not Bubjoot to the variation of intense 
heat and cold incident to Canada, nor 
to the sultry fovcr and aguo atmosphere 
of the Columbia river. Our climate 
is moreover very suitable to the 
growth and harvesting of coroals; 
stock are enabled to stay out tho 
■whole winter, not only without de- 
triment, but in almoBt evory instance 
■with advantage, ono winter only in 
eeven being severe enough to require 
tho partial feeding of stock from Feb- 
ruary to March. Bat it is chiefly to 
tho growth of cereals that wo must 
look with confidence forthoproBpority 
of tho agriculturist in this Colony. In 
Canada tho value of a bushel of wheat 
is $1 25, tho coat of raising it about 
50 oents a bushel, whilst flour is worth 
SG a barrel. In Oregon wheat is now 
worth 70 cents a bushel, the cost of 
raising it, ia 60 cents a bushol, and 
flour is worth 86 a barrol. In Van- 
couver Island, wheat is worth at 
loaat $1 50 a bushel, tho cost of rais- 
ing is about 60 cents, and flour com» 
mands a steady sale at $9 to $10. 
On the mainland, upper Frauor, wheat 
is worth $3 60 a buehol, tho cost of 
raising is about $1 50, and flour sells 
at $18 to $24 tho barrel. For tho 
aaso of illustrating tho point wo de- 
Bire to establish, wo will take tho osk 
ample of tbo uaual sized farm in tbeso 
paita; viz , 100 aero*?, and prosurao it 
is sown with wheat, and from tbo 
above figurea calcalato tho result that 
would ensue in eaoh country, deduc- 
ing thonco tho superior advantages 
of farming in Vancouver Island or 
the mainland as against Oregon and 
Canada,

A Public Market. 

■ 

Editor Colonist, — Among the many 
wants from which iho good Cily o( Victoria 
at present labori, I know of none to groat as 
tbat of a Public Weekly Market. 

In England, if a farmer has any produce 
to dispose of, he weoda his way on the ap- 
pointed day to tho nearest market, boyer and 
purchaser ore thus brought face to face» 
prices nro diseusaed and ready saloa effected. 
But mark tho diQererjce here ; suppose a far- 
mer bus a ton of potatoes, a dozen of pigs, 
100 bushela of wheat or barley, an orchard 
of fruit to dispose of, ho bus to run around 
the wholo country before he can find a sale, 
while those who are warning to purchase tbo 
self-same articles, have to run from farm to 
form in search of tbora, may be. crossing on 
their road a dozen times the person who is 
trying to sell. What wonder then, that mer- 
chants import from o foreign country at a 
high prico, (paying the customs duties on 
tbem in addition) the very articles that lie 
rotting in Vancouver Island for want of a 
purchaser, though superior in quality. I can 
testify to the fact, that last year the fruit 
laid and rotted in tho neighborhood of Vic. 
toria, while the inerchunt was seeking an 
inferior article Irom a foroign locality. Now 
all this might be cured, and a luBtirig benefit 
conferred on the couimunily by tho establish- 
ment of a proper market, and I venture to 
roeommeod this subject to the consideration 
of those wbo deaire tho prosperity of the 
country, as I could rocommend many other 
subjects, yea, eveu in preference to Convcn 
tion, or tho almost tbread-baro topio of 
officialdom, 

What, to ray mind is required, is a suite 
ablo building, in a proper locality, capable 
of being enlarged at any lime, in which pro- 
ducers and purchaseis could meot once a 
week to sotilo prices and oiler produce To 
this might be attachod, under the same roof, 
an actual daily sale market for fish, meal, 
vegetables &c, limited in extent at first, 
but also capable of enlargement as circum- 
stances might require, I trust no ono will 
call mo to ordor with the mention of a mar- 
ket having been once established here and 
having failed ; managed as it was, it novor 
could have suoceoded, and it was moreover, 
only a daily sale markot, and tho era of 
farming had not begun. It would of course 
ba nocessary, actually to interest every far» 
mar in tho Colony in the undertaking. 1 
estimate that 85000 would cover all necesn 
snry expenditure in tho first place, thir, dL 
vided into 200 shores of S25 eaoh would I am 
oertaiD, be eagerly taken up and prove high- 
ly remunerative; given proper and economi" 
cal management, and I don't think there 
would bo one iarmer in Vancouver Island 
who would not bo a shareholder. Farmers 
would thus see soma prospect of ready Bales, 
and not have to moke a day's journey to sell 

pig. Merchants would be enabled to 
learn at a moment's notice what was really 
to be bad in the Colony, and would not be 
driven across the Sound to buy what ia actu° 
ally within arms length ; and last, but noi 
least, the community at largo would benefit 
by tho increased prosperity of hor farmers, 
and the capital saved to ourselves, which now 
enrichos our neighbours.

AssauU Case-Police Court. 



This Coart wos occupied for several boars 
yoslerdfty io hearing the cross cases of as. 
fliult between Howard vs. Tarte, and Tarla 
t>*. Howard. As wo havo already said, the 
case Bpraog out o( the recent charge of 
tmuggliog made against Howard, which, as 
reported, was sent to a superior court. In 
tho case of assault, it appears the parties 
were on tho wharf at Esquimau, at the timo 
of the leaving of the Captain of the ship 
Phoeulx, when Howard said 'good-bye Gap- 
tain, take oaro of informers. 1 These ofleniive 
■words were decided to have reforence to 
Tarle, who was standing by at the lima, and 
who waB accuaed of having givon the infor- 
mation n^ainst Howard for Binuggiiog, and 
finally led to a scuffle. The evidence was 
very contradictory ns to Ihe exact nature of 
4 the assault. Howard alleged no blows were 
Btruok, and his statement was supported by 
two respectable witDCBscs, Mr Stewart and 
Mr Liddell. Tarte alleged hejroceivod two 
blows in tho fact', and bis RtcUemoat was 
sworn to by Col Fostor and Mr Wilby, who 

• had a better opportunity of seeing them 
given, than Messrs Stewart and Liddell. 

In summing up, His LordBhip thought the 
aggression lay with Howard, because Tarte 
was, and is still employed by the Customs, 
and it was his duty, and tho duty of every 
citizen, to givo information ol smuggling comi 
ing to their knowledge, and thus he could in 
no wise be regarded in the light of a com- 
mon informer, whioh the offensive words of 
«* Howard were evidently intended to mean. 
Tarle, moreover, distinctly swore in his evi- 
dence, that he did not first givo the informa- 
tion lo the Customs' Officers, nor did any of his 
family; that, in lact, he knew nothing abont 
tho smuggling until ho hoard of it from Mr 
Wyldo. His Worship further regretted the>e 
constant squabbles amongst the residents of 
Esquimau, who in spile ol bis advice, kepi 
eoming before the Police Court. Both 
parties in this case had previously beon be- 
fore bins, on a separate oharge of a sjimilar 
nature, and it showed tho existence of a bad 
spirit in their little town. As Tarle wua em- 
ployed by the Customs, whiou would render 
any information he mi^ht give that depart- 
ment, right and proper, it was Ilia Worship's 
duty to support Tarte, and he should there- 
fore fine Howard 825, or in default of pay- 
ment, three monthB imprisonment. The At- 
torney Genorol appeared for Tarte, and Mr 
Bishop for Mr Howard. 
In connection with thisoase, the Attorney 
m General stated in court, that he should feel il 
t his duty to follow up all cases where officers or 
employees of the Customs wero interfered 
with in the performance of their duty, and be 
was desirous of tho publication of ihe 251si 
clause of tho Consolidated Customs Aol. 
which declares tho pooalty ol buco offences. 

• It is as follows: 'If any person shall by 
force or violence, aBsault, resist, or obstruct 
any officer of the army or navy, or marines, 
being duly employed for the prevention ol 
smuggling, and on lull pay, or any officer ol 
Customs, or excise, or other person duly em- 
ployed lor the prevenlioo of smuggling in the 
duo exercise of his or their duty, or any per- 
aon acting in his or their aid, evory person 
so offending, being convicted theroof, ahall 
bo transported lor seven years, or sentenced 
to be imprisoned in any House of Correction 
or Common Gaol and kept lo bard labor, for 
any term not exceeding three years, at the 
discretion of the court beforo which such of- 
fenders shall be triad and convioled as afore- 

m said,
